Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Invention I: Claims 1-10, and 26-30 are drawn to a system for performing 
push-model fund transfers between at least one user and at least one payor, 
classified in 705, subclass 35. 

Invention II: Claims 1 1-19 are drawn to a system for transferring funds from a 
foreign source of funds to a domestic student having a student's account, 
classified in 705, subclass 35. 

Invention III: Claims 20-22 are drawn to a system for performing push-model 
fund transfers, the system being in communication with the Internet, classified in 
705, subclass 35 

Invention IV: Claims 23-25 are drawn to a system for performing push-model 
fund transfers between comprising a transaction previewer, classified in 705, 
subclass 35. 

2. The inventions I, II, III and IV are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I-IV are related as sub combinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The sub combinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. 

These combinations are independent if it can be shown that (1) they are not disclosed as

capable of use together, (2) they have different modes of operation, (3) they have different 
functions, or (4) they have different effects. (MPEP 806.04, MPEP 808.01). In the instant case, 
inventions II-IV have separate utility such as domestic and foreign accounts, OF AC filter, an FX 
engine and an FX XML agent, and a transaction previewer respectively. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
